Mr. A. S. Kennard exhibited a specimen of Eulota fruticum 
collected in Kent by the Rev. E. W. Bowell. It was surmised that 
the species might possibly have survived from the Pleistocene Age, 
and has been either overlooked by conchologists or mistaken for 
Ilelicella Cantiana . On the other hand, it was admitted that on the 
strength of a single stray specimen the species could not be recognized 
as a member of the British recent fauna. 

Mr. Kennard and Mr. B. B. Woodward both exhibited specimens 
of Planorbis Strcemi from Oxford. 

The Rev. 11. Ashington Bullen exhibited some shells of Eulota 
similaris collected by him in the Bermudas, some of which showed 
a strongly thickened lip; also a scalariform specimen of the same 
species.
